Tho case, which 
has been a unique one iu tho annals of 
insurance legislation, attracted much 
attention in business and commercial 
circles throughout England, and during 
the trial the evidence tiisclosed the most 
ingenious and elaborate frauds ever put 
into operation, or through which any 
company has sought to keep itself alivo 
for any considerable length of time.

The principal instigator in tho 
frauds, James Edward Crabtree, the 
agent and general manager, who was 
also chief founder of the company, was 
alluded to in severe terms by the court, 
who spoke of his having, by his plans 
and'ablo financial charlatanism, not only 
inflicted serious loss upon the share- 
holders and general public, but had also 
tended to demoralize the commonest 
ideas of business honor and probity and 
institutions of interest. Mr. Crabtreo 
evidently felt these strictures very 
much and his appearance had unmlstak- 
aWe traces o£ bis long confinement in 
Bellovue JaiJ. Mr. Nesbitt, tho auditor, 
who has previously been much respected 
in Manchester, upjicared to realize his 
position acutely. Those of tho defend- 
ants who seemed to show the greatest 
nonchalauco were Clegg, llalliwell, 
and Henry Crabtree, one of the direc 
tors.

LoSDO>r,^A^ lY.^in'tbc House of 
Commons, this afternoon, tho Marquis 
of Hartington, Secretary for India, 
submitted tho Indian estimates for the 
fiscal year 1880,81. The receipts are 
placed at £60,746,000 and expendi- 
tures at XG6,329,000, a .surplus of 
£417,000 and showing a decroa.so of 
£1,000,000 on each side of the account 
as compared -'ith 1879.80. - 

In presenting the estimates, the Mar- 
quis said here would have been an ag- 
gregate surplus for the past three voars 
of £11,197,000 but for the Afghan 
war. Tho timo is approaching when 
productive works in India will no long- 
er be a charge upon but a source of 
revenue to the country. The war ex- 
penses for the fisoal year 1878-79, 1879-' 
80, and 1880.81, in round figures, are 
£14,000,000, and coat of the frontier 
railway £4,000,000, making a total, of 
£18,000,000. Deducting tho suppos- 
ed BUi^luB of £li;000iO0O, it leave.s a 
deficit of £7,000,000 

Lord Hartington severely denounced 
the negligence in preparing the war es- 
timates, and understanding not only 
the oxpen.se but tho difficulties of the 
Afghan war on tho part of the late 
Government. Of the deficit he said 
that £3,500,000 remained tq bo covered 
this year. A loan has already . bepn. 
authorized for productive -works, ' the' 
proceeds of which are to" bo diverted 
to this purpose, It ' iB' 'al8o intended 
to reduce the drawings in India on 
homo account about £1,000,000. 

. If these measures aro insufficient a 
loan ^migU bejifiiBedin India, .but no 
sdMtioritbHhTo lEidi^l'de^'-j should be 
made if it is possible' to avoid it. The 
statement regarding the'^Iinperial con- 
tribution to tho war expenses of In- 
dia must be deferred until the com- 
plete cost of the war has been fully 
ascertained, but the war was certainly 
the result of Imperial polioy, and 
therefore, assistaftcS toylndia from the 
Imperial re-sburcbf^is ned^ssary.

Every horso, cow^^ and pig had been sold 
to pbteiu.foo^^rijiibt ' even a chicken 
was to be Boen*^ ".The people were on 
tho verge of starvation. Famine fever 
had sot in, and threatened to destroy 
the whole population. There was no 
medicino in the houses; no physician 
was within a doxnn miles; there was 
nothiiig to. eat except coarse Indian 
meal. As a consequence, many 
deaths have already occurred. Wo 
visited more than fifty, huts, 
where from one Io three uiember.s of 
family were stricken with fever, Tho 
inhabitants were in a stato of .stupor, 
and porfoctly hopeless and helpless, 
had previously brought nourishing food 
which, with the cannod;soups of the 
Constellation, I freely distributed. In 
one house an old mother and her two 
children were sick -with fevei". Thoy 
had no bed except a bundle of straw 
on tho 'bare .ground. Tho children 
woro so far gono that they could not 
.toiiolii-meal and-tl.iere;'>^:as nothing else. 
■^t6i*n blanket *AVM 'thrown orer one, 
some ragsover another. Igave them blan- 
kets and food. Tho father wept like a 
little child. Tho mother simply stared 
as though a sudden miracle had been 
wrought."
